Guineas reduced to 21 y. and 64, and none of the Lofs to have 
beca born by the Publick. Mr. Moxntague, Chanceilor of the 
Exchequer, had emin-ntly a ſhare in theſe things, who deliver'd 
this as his Maxim, That he bal rather do Wrong than do nothing. 
And whoever conliders the Reſolutions taken, will find him faith- 
ful and true to ir, and purſuing it in ſeveral inſtances. He had a 
great many Partners, as you muſt obſerve by the carrying their 
Point, particularly all that had any Intereſt in the Bank, Places 
at Court, Civil or Military, &c. But this is more proper in the 
next Head, viz.
